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Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Figure 6, claims 8,12, 13 in Paper No. 5 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that claim 8 is generic and that it is 
allowable in view of the prior art. This is not found persuasive because claim 8 has not 
been found allowable nor indicated as allowable by the Patent Office. Furthermore, 
claim 8 is not generic. Claim 8 recites that the "spring means is interposed between the 
platform and the base" and applicant's embodiments of figures 3 and 4 do not have the 
spring means interposed between the platform and base but they are disposed outside 
of the base and platform. A generic claim must read on ALL embodiments. 
Consequently claim 8 is not generic. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 1-7, 9-11, 14-20 have been withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in Paper No. 6. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 8, 12, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Maimin (US patent no. 1,455,345). Maimin discloses a pivoting motor mount 
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comprising a pivoting platform (23, 28, 29), a base (30 and 1 1 ), a pivotal connecting 
means (18) between the base and the platform for pivoting the platform about an axis 
parallel to the shaft and leaf spring means (31) interposed between the platform and the 
base away from the pivotal connecting means for applying spring bias there between to 
springably resist the pull of the belt on the motor; wherein the leaf spring has a first end 
attached to the base and a second end slidingly engaging the platform. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bollinger, Jr. further demonstrate leaf spring in a motor support. 
The other cited art of record demonstrate motor support having pivotal platform with 
spring.
